total number of books now in the library is 2603, of 
which 1090 have been added since March 1, 1909, The 
addition of the Turner Social Library brought in 975 vol- 
umes.

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SCHOOL BOARD 


We submit the twenty-third report of our schools for 
the year ending February 15, IgIo. 

The average number of schools maintained the past 
year was ten, giving thirty-one weeks to each school. We 
have made some changes in text books, such as histories 
and readers; and have endeavored to furnish each school 
with such supplies as would enable them to do good work. 

The district has received $296 from the state treasury 
which has been expended in lengthening the school year 
with a balance left in the treasury. 

The change in the school building at Lyme Center has 
proven advantageous. The uniting of some schools has 
made the cost of transportation greater; but has lessened 
the expense in that we have had fewer schools to support. 

The problem of transportation has not been satisfac- 
torily solved. If more definite State Laws could be en- 
acted, the difficulties of the school board would be less, 
and the demand of the public more easily met.
